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[Two  considerations  have  mainly  governed  the  choice  of  books  in  the 
accompanying  list.  In  the  first  place  college  and  school  editions  of  Shake- 
speare's separate  plays  have  been  excluded,  and  mention  is  only  made  of  books 
which  seem  to  throw  some  original  light  on  the  study  of  Shakespeare's  work 
or  life.  In  the  second  place  it  has  been  deemed  desirable  to  keep  tne  total  cost 
of  the  library  within  a  limit  of  some  twenty  pounds. 

Several  book.s  which  deal  with  more  specialized  lines  of  study  than  might 
justify  their  admission  to  the  general  list,  are  noticed  in  an  Apjtendix.  Many 
of  the  volumes  that  figure  in  the  Appendix  are  costly.  But  from  among  them 
the  main  library  might  wtdl  be  supplemented  from  time  to  time  lis  funds 
allowed.  In  making  atlditions  to  the  substantive  list  from  the  Ajipendix,  it 
would  be  wise  to  give  precedence  to  works  of  service  in  the  study  of  the  text. 

Unless  otherwise  stated,  the  books  mentioned  are  kept  in  print  by  the 
publishers.  The  dates  of  the  latest  editions  are  alone  given.  Those  works 
marked  +  are  included  in  '  A  Short  List  of  Books  on  English  Literature  from 
the  Beginning  to  1832,'  which  has  already  been  issued  by  the  English  Asso- 
ciation (Leaflet  No.  3,  pub.  1907).
